N.  S.  LOUGHEED,  (  TX7HEREAS  by  section  172 
Minister  of  Lands.  \  VV  of  the  “  Water  Act”  it 
is  provided  that  it  shall  he  lawful  for  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council,  upon  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Minister  of  Lands,  to  constitute  by 
Letters  Patent  a  tract  of  land  an  improvement 
district  and  the  owners  thereof  a  body  corporate: 

And  whereas  a  petition  has  been  addressed  to  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  by  owners  of  land 
within  the  tract  of  land  hereinafter  described,  pray¬ 


ing  that  the  said  tract  of  land  may  be  constituted 
an  improvement  district  and  the  owners  thereof  a 
body  corporate : 

And  whereas  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water  Act  ” 
relative  to  such  petitions  have  been  complied  with : 

And  whereas  the  Minister  of  Lands  has  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition  should 
be  granted : 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Water  Act,”  been  pleased  to  order 
that  the  said  tract  of  land,  situate  in  the  Osoyoos 
Division  of  Yale  District  and  Kamloops  Land 
Registration  District  and  hereinafter  more  par¬ 
ticularly  described,  shall  from  and  after  the  ninth 
day  of  November,  A.n.  1932,  be  constituted  an 
improvement  district  and  the  owners  thereof  a 
body  corporate  under  the  said  Act,  and  has  made 
further  provision  to  the  tenor  and  effect  hereinafter 
appearing : 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim : — 

1.  That  the  tract  of  land  situate  in  Osoyoos 
Division  of  Yale  District— and  comprising  Lot 
31  of  Lot  441,  Registered  Plan  268 ;  that  part  of 
Lot  508  lying  east  of  the  Lake  Shore  Road  as  that 
road  was  located  on  January  first.,  1929,  and  Lot 
488,  except  Lots  22  to  41,  inclusive,  Registered 
Plan  310 — shall  from  and  after  the  ninth  day  of 
November,  1932,  be  constituted  an  improvement 
district  and  the  owners  thereof  a  body  corporate 
under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water 
Act  ”  and  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  here¬ 
inafter  contained  or  referred  to. 

Name,  Territorial  Limits,  and  Objects 
of  the  District. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  called 
and  known  by  the  name  and  title  of  “  Trout  Creek 
Irrigation  District.” 

3.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  comprise 
all  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described. 

4.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  acquisition  and  operation  of  works  and 
licences  for  the  storage,  delivery,  and  carriage  of 
water  for  irrigation  purpose,  waterworks  purpose, 
power  purpose,  and  such  incidental  purposes  as  are 
authorized  by  the  licences  it  acquires. 

Qualification  of  Voters  at  the  First 
Election. 

5.  At  the  first  election  the  persons  qualified  to 
vote  for  Trustees  shall  be  all  such  persons  as  are 
British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
and  are  owners  (as  defined  in  section  165  of  the 
“  Water  Act  ”)  of  land  within  the  territorial  limits, 
and  are  not  of  Chinese,  Japanese,  or  other  Asiatic 
or  Indian  race. 

Number.  Qualification,  and  Term  of 
Office  of  the  Trustees. 

6.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district. 

7.  Any  person  qualified  as  hereinbefore  provided 
to  vote  at  the  first  election  shall  be  qualified  to  be 
a  candidate  for  election  as  Trustee  at  the  first 
election. 

8.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  qualified  voters  vote  at  the 
general  meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  10  hereof 
shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting 
of  1935,  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  second 
greatest  number  of  qualified  voters  vote  shall  hold 
office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1934, 
and  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third 
greatest  number  of  qualified  voters  vote  shall  hold 
office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1933 ; 
but  should  there  be  nominated  no  more  than  three 
candidates  for  the  office  of  Trustee,  then  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
declare  which  of  the  candidates  elected  shall  hold 
office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and  the  third 
succeeding  annual  general  meetings  respectively. 

First  Meeting  of  the  First  Trustees. 

9.  The  first  Trustees  of  the  said  improvement 
district  shall  first  meet  on  the  first  Monday  follow- 
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ing  their  election,  and  if  the  same  is  a  holiday,  then 
on  the  day  next  following  which  is  not  a  holiday. 

Returning  Officer  and  his  Instructions. 

10.  Mr.  0.  P.  Nelson,  of  Summerland,  B.C.,  shall 
be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election  of  Trus¬ 
tees  of  the  said  improvement  district.  The  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
owners  of  land  within  the  improvement  district 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  three  Trustees.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall,  at  least  fourteen  days 
before  the  holding  of  the  said  general  meeting, 
cause  to  be  mailed  to  each  resident  owner  of  land 
whose  address  is  known  to  the  Returning  Officer, 
and  posted  in  a  conspicuous  public  place  in  the 
territorial  limits,  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  general 
meeting.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman 
of  said  general  meeting,  and  he  shall  have  power 
to  determine  (subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause 
5  hereof)-  whether  or  not  any  person  who  applies 
to  be  allowed  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  Each 
person  so  qualified  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one 
vote  for  each  of  three  candidates  and  no  more. 
The  procedure  to  be  followed  in  nominating  can¬ 
didates  and  the  mode  of  taking  the  votes  at  the 
said  general  meeting  shall  be  as  determined  by  the 
Returning  Officer.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  in 
case  of  a  tie  vote  have  a  casting-vote,  whether 
qualified  as  aforesaid  or  not.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  election  and 
shall  return  the  names  of  the  successful  candidates 
to  the  Water  Board. 

Works. 

11.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  15  the 
improvement  district  shall  provide  one  point  of 
delivery  for  each  parcel  or  group  of  contiguous 
parcels  within  the  improvement  district  to  which 
a  point  of  delivery  was  provided  in  1932  by  the 
Trout  Creek  Water-users’  Community.  The  acqui¬ 
sition  and  operation  of  all  works  for  carrying  water 
from  the  point  of  delivery  provided  to  the  place  of 
use  and  for  utilizing  the  water  and  for  taking  care 
of  any  surplus  water  shall  be  the  duty  and  liability 
of  the  owner  of  the  land  for  the  irrigation  of  which 
the  water  is  delivered. 

The  improvement  district  may  provide  an  addi¬ 
tional  point  of  delivery  for  any  parcel  of  land  upon 
the  owner  making  written  application  therefor  and 
paying  a  bonus  of  such  amount  as  to  the  Trustees 
appears  just  and  reasonable,  and  the  district  may 
thereafter  charge  against  the  land  affected  and  the 
owner  thereof  a  special  annual  toll  for  the  mainte¬ 
nance  and  operation  of  the  works  made  necessary 
to  comply  with  the  said  application,  in  addition  to 
all  other  taxes,  tolls,  rentals,  and  charges  payable 
in  respect  of  the  land  affected. 

The  First  Assessment  Roll. 

12.  The  lands  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
the  district  shall  for  the  first  assessment  be  classi¬ 
fied  into  three  grades  upon  the  following  method  of 
grading : — 

Grade  A :  Comprising  all  irrigable  land  in  par¬ 
cels  to  which  either  Final  Water  Licence 
62G9  or  Final  Water  Licence  G443  wTas 
appurtenant  on  January  1st,  1932. 

Grade  B :  Comprising  all  irrigable  land  not 
classified  in  Grade  A. 

Grade  C :  Comprising  all  other  land  in  the 
improvement  district. 

Special  Provisions. 

13.  (Subsection  (2)  of  section  244  of  the 
“  Water  Act  ”  shall  not  apply  to  this  improvement 
district,  and  the  following  provisions  shall  apply 
thereto : — 

“  The  Trustees  may  in  any  by-law  levying  taxes 
fix  the  minimum  amount  of  the  taxes  payable  under 
the  by-law  in  respect  of  any  parcel  of  land.” 

14.  The  improvement  district  may  levy  higher 
rates  of  taxes  in  respect  of  land  in  parcels  to 
which  neither  Final  Water  Licence  62G9  nor  Final 
Water  Licence  6443  was  appurtenant  on  January 
1st  1932,  than  in  respect  of  similar  land  in  other 
parcels  within  the  district. 

15.  There  shall  be  no  obligation  upon  the  im¬ 
provement  district  to  supply,  convey,  or  deliver 


water  for  the  irrigation  of  any  land  to  which 
neither  Final  Water  Licence  62G9  nor  Final  Water 
Licence  6443  was  appurtenant  on  January  1st, 
1932  but  the  improvement  district  may  supply, 
convey,  or  deliver  water  for  the  irrigation  of  such 
land  if  it  is  deemed  in  the  interest  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district  to  do  so,  and  higher  tolls  may  be 
charged  in  respect  of  water  supplied,  conveyed,  or 
delivered  to  such  land  than  are  charged  in  respect 
of  water  supplied,  conveyed,  or  delivered  for  the 
irrigation  of  other  lands  in  the  district. 

16.  Sections  197  to  206,  inclusive,  210  to  213, 
inclusive,  and  Schedule  B  of  the  “  Water  Act 
shall  not  apply  to  this  improvement  district,  and

“  An  annual  general  meeting  of  the  owners  of 
land  within  the  improvement  district  shall  be  called 
by  the  Trustees  and  shall  be  held  between  the  first 
day  of  January  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  at  a 
place  within  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  improvement 
district,  for  the  following  purposes: — 

“(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
the  condition  of  the  works  and  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  im¬ 
provement  district : 

“(&.)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district : 

“(c.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year : 

“  (d.)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  all 
vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  and  to  elect 
a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  succeed  those 
whose  terms  of  office  expire  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  such  annual  general 
meeting. 


“  A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacan¬ 
cies  among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees 
should  be  brought  up  at  a  general  meeting. 

“  At  least  fourteen  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  mailed  to  each 
resident  owner  of  land  in  the  district  at  his  or  her 
last-known  address  and  posted  up  in  a  conspicuous 
public  place  in  the  territorial  limits.  The  said 
notices  may  be  in  Form  4  of  Schedule  A  of  the 
*  Water  Act.’ 


“  The  qualified  voters  present  at  a  general  meet¬ 
ing  except  the  one  called  pursuant  to  clause  10 
hereof,  shall  choose  a  chairman  and  a  secretary 
of  the  meeting.  The  persons  so  chosen  shall  be 
chairman  and  secretary  respectively  of  the  next 
succeeding  general  meeting  until  a  new  chairman 
and  secretary  have  been  chosen. 

“  The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  that  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting,  including  all  resolu¬ 
tions  proposed  and  the  action  taken  thereon  and 
all  votes  taken  upon  any  matter.  The  persons 
entitled  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting,  except  the 
one  called  pursuant  to  clause  10  hereof,  shall  be 
such  as  are  British  subjects,  and  are  of  the  full 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  are  owners  (as  defined 
in  section  165  of  the  ‘Water  Act’)  of  land  within 
the  territorial  limits,  or  are  the  duly  qualified 
agents  of  such  owners,  or  the  legal  representatives 
of  owners  who  have  died,  become  insolvent  or 
insane,  and  are  not  of  Chinese,  Japanese,  or  other 
Asiatic  or  Indian  race,  and  are  not  indebted  to 
the  improvement  district  in  respect  of  any  taxes, 
tolls,  or  other  charges  except  such  as  have  been 
levied,  fixed,  or  charged  by  the  Trustees  within  one 
year  of  the  date  of  the  meeting.  In  the  event  of 
the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general 
meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have 
authority  to  determine  whether  or  not  such  person 
is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require 
such  person  to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statutory 
declaration  showing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified 
as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such  general  meeting. 
Forthwith  after  the  holding  of  a  general  meeting 
the  Trustees  shall  file  with  the  Water  Board  a 
true  copy  of  the  minutes  of  such  meeting.” 
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17.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  mean¬ 
ings  in  section  2  or  section  165  of  the  said  Act 
shall,  where  used  herein,  be  ascribed  the  meanings 
given  them  in  the  said  sections  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  he  pub¬ 
lished  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in 
every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks  dur¬ 
ing  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the 
next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of  the 
petition.

modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House : 

(c. )  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration *or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.
